Another headache to the post 
Office Department these days is 
the manpower problem, Walker 
said, No deferments have been 
asked for, but they will be re- 
quested, he said, if selective ser- 
vice begins to take key men, such 
as railway clerks and inspectors. 

Women the Answer? 

Chubby-faced,’ mild-mannered 
Walker doesn’t think much of 
teplacing drafted male mail car- 
tiers with women. 

“Some people think they will 
be the answer,” he replied: “but 
I don’t, They’ve been wearing 
high-heeled shoes too long. They’ll 
get flat feet. Besides, a woman 
isn’t constructed to carry the av- 
erage 50 pounds of mail a carrier 
must pack when he starts out on 
his rounds.” 

Born of poor Irish parents, 
Walker is now one of the richest 
Men in the New Deal. He made 
much of his fortune operating a 
chain of movie houses in New 
York’ and Pennsylvania. 

He became known nationally 
when President Roosevelt appoint- 
ed him Executive Director of the 
National Emergency Council. In 
1940 he replaced Jim Farley as 
PMG, and now is also Chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
Mittee. 

Frank Walker dislikes the 
lime-light, is best known for pat- 
ient behind-the-scenes organiza- 
tion, His abilities as an organizer 
and executive, frequently praised 
by Roosevelt, are valuable in

eome to this new world, This ig 
followed with several of the Co- 
lumbian issue, illustrating the dis- 
covery by Columbus, after which 
we find the Balboa stamp follow- 
ed by two thodern issues picturing 
the exposition at San Diego in 
honor of the Discoverer “and the 


Coronado stamp of the Spanish 
Explorers. 
Throughout the book, early 


American Historical dates are tied 
up with a stamp that fits the date 
and thus we have an illustrted 
history on postage stamps, A book 
of this nature would do wonders 
in any school classroom and char- 
itable minded philatelists who 
crave to do a bit of missionery 
work might well present such a 
book with. some stamps to © any 
school or school child.

The Golden Rule In 
Stamp Collecting 





My sister started to collect 
stamps many years ago. As my 
father was connected with a for- 
eign exchange in New York City, 
he brought home many stamps. I 
recall my sister’s delight when he 
handed her the $5 Columbian 
which completed her set of that 
group for the first time. She re- 
cently told me she completed four 
complete sets of the Columbians 
after that, 

Today I collect stamps. I 
haven’t many of the higher values 
of the Columbian set, nor several 
others issued since, to say nothing 
of the thousands of good foreign 
I might have had had it been 
thought worth while to suggest I 
collect too.. I. wonder why I felt 
I might not, just because there 
was. one collector in the family. 
Possibly my parents thought one 
was. enough, We. are all collec- 
tors in my own home, of one 
thing and another, and I think 
we enjoy each other’s collections, 

Regrets are rather foolish, it 
seems to me; unless one puts them 
to use. in some way. So, today, 
if a child in the stamp club brings 
a younger member of the family, 
and asks if he, too, might collect 
stamps, I always give a hearty 
approval. Then, as I wish some- 
one. had collected for me in my 
youth, I collect for a son, a young 
grandson, and two grand nephews. 
This: sounds rather monumental, 
but it isn’t..I find*I have or hand 
from time to time several copies 
of. good stamps, and into each one 
of these collections they go, Late- 
ly I have been adding a cancelled, 
an..uneancelled and a first day 
cover of each new stamp. And I 
get Plate Numbers whenever pos- 
sible. I«figure that by the time 
each of these youngsters. are old 
enough to take over for thimself 
that he will be delighted, if in- 
terested, and that if he is not in- 
terested, he can at least sell what 
I have saved: for him, and invest 
the little sum as he likes. 

Meanwhile, with little trouble, 
I’ve had the pleasure of collecting 
and at very little expense, This 
I call the Golden Rule of Stamp 
Collecting. I wish it had been 
done for me, therefore I am doing 
it for one or two others.

From Morgenthau Shows 
Superb Lot Of Rareties 


We thought we had been fed up 
with rare stamps in the seven 
Green sales held during the past 
winter season but a_ glance 
through the catalogue of the Phil- 
ip B. Philipp sale to be held by 
J. C. Morgenthau & Co., 1 West 
47th Street, New York, gives am- 
ple evidence that Colonel Green 
did not have a monopoly on choice 
pieces for this catalogue contains 
many fine items that were in 
none of the Green Sales and some 
of them are unique. 

It is only necessary to glance 
Bhrough the illustrated pages to 
mote a few of the unique and 
scarce items that are in this sale, 
some for the first time at auction. 

There is a lower block of ten, 
the two bottom rows of a sheet 
of the 5c New York, largest known 
block and estimated value is $5,- 
000. 

A complete sheet of nine of the 
5c New York from the new plate 
made from the original die, black 
on blue, reprint, valued at $2500. 

A block of 12 of the 5c 1847, be- 
lieved to be largest piece in ex- 
— valued rt $3600. 

A block of 6 of the 10c 1847, 
one of the largest blocks known 
and valued at $5000. 

Four cent Columbian error, 
mint block of four, valued at $5,- 
000. 

A very fine copy of the 24¢c air- 
mail error. 

Confederates are featured with 
several plated items in both the 
5c and 10c stamps and there are 
many other choice pieces in this 
group.

Sc ERROR ON COVER 

In our March 25th issue we in- 
quired as to probable value of the 
5c error on cover and Herman 
Herst Jr., of New York writes that 
four or five copies of this stamp 
were offered in auction about two 
years ago and sold at $15 to $18 
per cover. These figures are doubt- 
less for single stamps used for 3c. 
The cover mentioned in our issue 
of March 25th showed the error 
used on cover with other stamps 
to make special delivery rate and 
as such is of course much more 
rare, 

This stamp if used for 5¢ on a 
cover would be quite unusual.

LINN'S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Pittsburgh Dealers 
Arrested For Sfamp 
Monkey Business 


Two Pittsburgh Stamp dealers, 
who not satisfied with doing bus- 
iness with real postage stamps tried 
their hand at providing labels for 
use on Army Free Mail and ran 
afoul of Government authorities. 
It would seem that experienced 
stamp men should know that there 
is a deadline for Monkey Business 
with stamps, especially when it 
concerns your Uncle Sammy’s 
stamps. 

Perhaps intrigued with the tre- 
mendous* demand for the first 
Free Mail Labels that were pro- 
duced by printers in Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico, the use-ef which 
the Department pointed out was 
against regulations for the Free 
Mail which requires that the word 
Free must be written in manu- 
script, Adam K, Bert and Cyril 
J. Huber, well known Pittsburg 
dealers decided to print .a label 
of their own and sash in on it, 
The original Albuquerque la- 
bel after being forbidden, found 
the printers with a small stock of 
the labels on their hands. The 
publishers of Linn’s Weekly News 
obtained this supply which was 
about 1100 sheets and offered 
them as souvenirs to its readers. 
The entire quantity of 1100 sheets 
was gobbled up in less than two 
weeks time at 10c per sheet. 

This label however was differ- 
ent than what the Pittsburg boys 
produced and therein lay their 
trouble. The label we offered was 
worded “Postage Free For Vic- 
tory” at top and across the bot- 
tom, “U. S. Armed Forces.” The 
Pittsburg label was worded, so 
we glean from newspaper clip- 
ping from several readers, “U. 
S. Postage Free” at top and at 
bottom, “‘For ‘the Armed Forces.” 
The Pittsburg boys overstepped 
when they used the words “U. S. 
POSTAGE” as no one except the 
Post Office Department has the 
right to use this designation on 
any stamp or label intended for 
postage use.

There is no plan by which such 
covers can always be obtained. In 
some instances announcements are 
made prior to such events in the 
Philatelic press and watching for 
same in one way of catching what 
are announced. Most such events 
however are not previously an- 
nounced and in many cases no ac- 
tual service or cachet is provided. 
Prior to the war, most ship launch- 
ings were covered by one of the 
Naval Cancellation Societies, but 
it is unlikely that this service is 
available now. 


George Soule Jr., wants to 
know what is Stanley Gibbons 
Postage Stamp Catalogue, Sana- 
bria Air Post Catalogue and Her- 
zog prices as referred to about air 
mail stamps. 

Stanley Gibbons Postage Stamp 
Catalogue is. the British catalogue 
of postage stamps published by 
Stanley Gibbons, London, England 
which has the same relation to 
stamp collecting in London as 
does the Scott Catalogue in this 
country. It must not be confused 
with Stanley Gibbons U. S. Price 
List which is the priced List of 
United States Stamps issued by 
Stanley Gibbons, Inc., 38 Park 
Row, New York, The firms are in 
no way related. 

Sanabria Air Post Catalogue is 
the catalogue of Airpost stamps 
published by Nicholas Sanabria 
of New York, a dealer in Airpost 
stamps. 

Herzog prices are. with refer- 
ence to prices in the Herzog price 
list for airpost stamps. This party 
does a considerable business with 
retail dealers.

Thus far we .have been very 
neglient in bringing precancel od- 
dities to light. However, this does 
not necessarily imply that such 
varieties do not exist in this field. 
The precancel collectors must cer- 
tainly have many interesting 
freaks and until they come forth, I 
wll have to offer one of my own. 

The Defense Stamps have been 
a rich source of unusual varieties 
and still continue to bring forth 
additional pieces of a freakish na- 
ture. I have been fortunate in 
running across several sheets of 
the le Defense with “BROOKLYN 
—N. Y¥.” precancel, which have a 
very odd, and to this date unsolv- 
ed, perforation effect. 

This sheet of stamps will be 
difficult to describe, but here goes. 
The vertical row of stamps at the 
right side of the sheet is perfor- 
ated normally, and does not be- 
tray in any way what is to follow. 
We will now proceed from. right 
to left across the sheet. Up to this 
point we have two vertical rows 
of perforations which are perfect- 
ly normal and well centered. The 
third row of vertical perforations, 
which should normally appear in 
the alley between the 8th and 9th 
rows of stamps, does not follow 
this familiar pattern, Instead, it 
runs about 3/16th of an inch 
within the eighth vertical row of 
stamps. Thus, the space between 
the second and third vertical per- 
forations, reading from right to 
left, is 3/16ths of an inch wider 
than the regular space which sep- 
arates the vertical rows of perfor- 
ations. The fourth and fifth rows 
of vertical perforations are nor- 
mally spaced from the third row, 
and therefore are also running 
3/16th of an inch within the 
stamps. 


At this point we find the sixth 
row of vertical perforations com- 
ing through in the wider spacing 
which had occurred previously on 
the third row. This means that 
now the perforations run 3/8th of 
an inch within the stamps. The 
seventh and eigth rows of verti- 
cal perforations revert back to the 
familiar and regular spacing of 
the normal stamp. Naturally, 
these rows of stamps are perfor- 
ated 3/8ths of an inch within the 
stamp design.

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The Modern Trend—An 
Editorial In The Stamp 
Lover, London, England 





There are two sharply divided 
classes of persons in this hobby 
of ours: those who love stamps 
for what they are, who glory in 
the sight of them, whose interest 
is confined almost exclusively to 
the older issues; and those who 
regard stamp3 merely as inciden- 
tals. 

In the first category must be 
placed the pioneers . of philately, 
the men who raised the collect- 
ing of stamps from its original 
lowly status of being a passing 
craze of schoolboys and cranks to 
its present respected state—men 
like Dr. C. W. Viner, Judge Phil- 
brick, T. K. Tapling, and later, 
King George V, Sir E. D. Bacon, 
and M. P. Castle. It is due to the 
efforts of these and a few others 
that the whole structure of phil- 
ately has been placed on a firm 
foundation which, one may hope, 
will never be undermined. Their 
tradition is being carried on to- 
day by the leading philatelists of 
our time. 


It is in no critical or depreca- 
tory mood when we write that, 
in the second class come the great 
majority of present-day collectors. 
Their interest lies to a large ex- 
tent in stamps during the present 
century, one might say almost 
during the present and immedi- 
ately past decade. These stamps 
are, for the most part, of a pic- 
torial or highly colored nature, 
appealing to the eye more than 
to the mind. Their designs are 
almost invariably of considerable 
extraneous interests, so that the 
man who collects the stamps is 
tempted to garnish his album 
pages with extracts from history 
or geography books, 

Philatelists in the first class, 
and others who like to be consid- 
ered im that category, are apt too 
easily to look down upon those 
in the second, much as the lover 
of classical music will scoff at 
him who likes jazz. What is over- 
looked is the fact.that, but for 
the issue of the pictorial stamps, 
and their attractions for so many 
people, philately would not enjoy 
one tithe of its present popularity. 

There are some who regard that 
popularity as a mixed blessing. 
The huge additions to the number 
of collectors has served to streng- 
then the philatelic market far be- 
yond the dreams of the early phil- 
atelists, and has made it more 
difficult for the collector of classic 
issues to add to his collection, for 
there is certainly insufficient of 
that material to go round, and 
the shortage becomes more acute 
as days go by. 

This difficulty of expansion is 
one of the factors which led the 
modern collector in a definite di- 
rection. Another factor has been 
that mentioned in a previous ar- 
ticle: a general lack of expert 
knowledge, because it is the older 
stamps which demand that know- 





tions, the ninth row is the wider 
spacing, and thus extends almost 
to the center of the stamps verti- 
cally. The tenth and eleventh ver- 
tical perforations are of the us- 
ual spacing, and continue to run 
through the center of the stamps. 

Up to this point we have been 
examining this sheet of stamps 
from right to left. If we now re- 
turn to the normal procedure of 
going from left to right, we find 
that the first two rows of stamps 
are perforated through the cen- 
ter of the stamps, the next three 
rows about one-third way into 
the stamps, the following three 
rows the perforations are about a 
quarter of the way into the stamps 
and finally the last two rows of 
stamps are clear of misplaced per- 
foratiuns. ~ 

In other words, as we examine 
the sheet of stamps, the centering 
from left to right gets better as 
we proceed across the sheet. 

As I have pointed out, this is 
the first sheet I have ever seen 
with such marked differences in 
the spacing between the rows of 
perforations. There appears to be 
no logical explanation for this 
really remarkable variety. This 
column will welcome any com- 
ment on this sheet, Here is a 
chance to show the master that he 





really doesn’t know it all. 
ledge far more than do recent is- 


sues, Finally, the prettiness of 
modern stamp designs themselves 
has certainly played a great part 
in attracting new adherents to the 
hobby. 

Many of them have found that 
to collect the early issues is too 
expensive, or too difficult, or both, 
and there is often a feeling, how- 
ever unjustified it may be in these 
days, that to buy old stamps with- 
out considerable experience is to 
court disaster, for the possibility 
of purchasing a forgery or a fake 
seems ever present. Modern is- 
sues, many of which can be ob- 
tained almost straight from the 
post offices, are free from sus- 
picion. 

Being produced by efficient 
processes, stamps of the present 
day are Jess prolific in those var- 
ieties which delight the heart of 
the philatelist. Consequently, when 
the collector comes to anonate his 
album he tends to write less about 
the collector comes to anontate his 
stamps, and more about the de- 
signs and their. historical, geogra- 
phical, zoological or botanical 
connections, In brief, the’ collect- 
ion becomes little more than an 
elaborate text book in which the 
stamps take the place of illustra- 
tions. 

Nevertheiess, the modern trend 
in collecting is just as important 
to the well-being of philately as 
the older trend. The old type of 
collector is concerned with a 
stamp’s perforation, paper and 
printing, the new type almost ex- 
clusively with its design. Both 
types study their stamps and both 
are philatelists. Neither should 
hold the other in scant esteem.

Many collectors have often wondered what to do with a pile of 
old stamp publications which has grown to such proportions that they 
no longer can prevail upon the wife to let them keep stacked in the 
overcrowded closet. The answer to this problem can often be found 
in your public library or perhaps in a library of some school or col- 
lege, It is with growing interest that we note in recent years an effort 
on the part of some people to build up a Philatelic Library in some of 
the colleges of the country. 

One of the best and finest examples of such libraries is that at the 
Western Reserve University of Cleveland. The gentlemen who was for- 
merly curator of this library, since deceased, long ago gave attention 
to stamp publications with the result that we can hazard the guess 
that it is probably one of the best such libraries in American Colleges. 

This week we print an article about a library of stamp publica- 
tions that is being built up by the University of Illinois at Urbana, 
Ill. The information therein is of interest ‘a& besides showing that our 
colleges are taking to our stamp literature, it also tells of the stamp 
interest of several of the leading professors at this school, all of which 
is a credit to our hobby. 

Anther library which in past years contained some very valuable 
books, most of which were supposedly lost in a fire but subsequently 
carried off by the man who had them in his custody and since sold in 
Akron and other places, was the library of the Collectors Club of 
Columbus. The new club now active in that city, the Columbus Phil- 
atelic Club has struggled for some years with a library and with no 
place to house it and has finally arranged that the library is to be 
kept in the Museum of the Ohio Archaelogical Society on the Ohio 
State University Campus. We may hope that it will grow to such 
aac that it may eventually be combined with the University 

brary. 

These points are brought out with the thought that collectors in 
the vicinity of any of these institutions or elsewhere, who may have 
books and papers they wish to dispose of by gft, might well find a suit- 
able resting place for them in one of these libraries, If you have such 
material, first contact the libraries and make your offer and arrange for 
shipment.

of seven horizontal rows of ten 
cliches. 
Part of Original Plate 
At one time several years ago 
the writer had this plate of nine 
mentioned above in his hands. 
Memory does not tell us what type 
of plate it was, whether a copper 
plate, a steel plate or an electro- 
type. However an electrotype was 
made from the plate of nie stamps 
and this plate of nine had a 
mashed or bruised spot on it, In 
making the electrotype of nine 
stamps from the plate, this mash- 
ed spot was eliminated by arts 
known to the electrotyping craft, 
so that the electrotype showed a 
perfect block of nine. It is this 
electrotype whicle is used in the 
illustration accompanying _ this 
story. It is the original plate of 
nine stamps that is on display at 
the exhibition of the Columbus 
Philatelic Club and the plate is 
at present in the Museum of the 
Ohio Archaelogical Society.

Small Crowd Attends 
Garfield-Perry Show 


The annual March party of the 
Garfield-Perry Stamp Club at 
Cleveland, March 27-28, gave am- 
ple proof that transportation dif- 
ficulties and -war work has taken 
a toll of stamp collectors who 
might otherwise. have shown up 
in the usual large numbers.

Central Federation 
Of Stamp Clubs 


On April 19, 1934 at the invita- 
tion of the Chicago Philatelic So- 
ciety, representatives of a dozen 
clubs met to consider the organi- 
zation of a central clearing house 
“for the good of philately.” It was 
generally recognized that such an 
organization was needed, and from 
this meeting, which was attended 
by delegates from Austin Stamp 
Club, Beverly Hills Philatelic Soc, 
Chicago Airmail Soc., Chicago 
Philatelic Soc., Chicako Precancel 
Soc., Chicago Stamp Club, Chicago 
Woman’s Stamp Club, Hawthorne 
Stamp Club, North Shore Phila- 
telic Soc., Roosevelt Phiiatelic Soc 
Collectors Club, St. Louis, Lake 
County Philatelic Society, Wauke- 
gan, emerged the Central Federa 
tion of Stamp Clubs. 

The membership rose to 24 clubs 
and though some have withdrawn 
for various reasons, the roster still 
numbers 14 clubs from the Chi-' 
cago area, From meeting at irre- 
gular intervals, a permanent sche- 
dule has been arranged so that 
the Federation now meets regu- 
larly each month’ with special 
meetings when warranted. After 
considerable study a program of 
13 objectives for the good of 
philately was adopted and is be- 
ing carried out, The Federation is 
also endeavoring to acquire a li 
brary of  philatelic literature 
for use of the member clubs. In 
its eight years of existance it has 
demonstrated the advantages to

Of Growing Interest

Urbana-Champaign, Ill.—Fifty 
shelves of volumes of interest to 
stamp collectors are included in 
the 1,306,561 books in the Uni- 
_versity of Illinois Library, the 
“largest of all state university li- 
braries and the fifth largest 
American university library, ac- 
cording to a survey just com- 
pleted, 

This representative collection 
comprises catalogues, books on 
stamp collecting, bound and single 
copies of philatelic magazines 
many of which are now out of 
print, auction catalogues with val- 
uable reference material, the pos- 
tal histories of a dozen countries 
and official United States postal 
publications and guides.

The Library’s philatelic collec- 
tion is unique in that it represents 
gifts by many faculty members. 
The earliest copy of Scott’s postage 
stamp catalogue on file (1898) was 
the gift of the late President Ed- 
mund Janes James of the Univer- 
sity, who served from 1904 to 
1919. 

Other interesting items in the 
collection include a first edition 
(1923) of Scott’s Specialized Cata- 
logue of U. S. Postage Stamps; 
Vol 1 (1892) of the London Phila- 
telist, Vol. 1, No. 1, Gibbon’s 
Stamp Weekly; Volume 1 of the 
American Journal of Philately, 
Publication of Scott Stamp and 
Coin Company in 1888. 

Another early item is Volume 1, 
No. 1 of the Collectors Journal 
(1910-11). Of value to students 
of United States stamps is George 
L. Toppan’s pamhplet, “Notes Up 
on United States and Confederate 
States Stamps and Their Varieties, 
published by Scott Stamp and 
Coin Company.
